The solicitor is of the opinion that 
the clause referring Lo the poll tax im- 
poses @ statutory tax, beyond the dis- 
cretion of the council to allow it to 
lapse. “FT amtof the opinion that every 
person described in the ordinance is li- 
able for the tax,’ says Mr. Bown, “and 
that if the couneil should appoint a 
collector, any citizen would have the 
wight to apply to the court for an order 
{4 compel the collection of this tax, 
as [am of the opinion that the charter 
clearly contemplates that a collector 
must be appointed by the council.” 
| 


Respecting the tenants’ franchise 
clause in the new charter, the solicitor 
states that “he cannot see that the 
houscholder’s tax list in any way 
causes confusion, as they are all, or 
nearly all, qualifled as tenants.” 

According to the new clause in. the 
charter all persons, residents of the 
city, Who have resided here for one 
inonth next prior to September, in any 
year, who are, or whose wives are, 


ment roll in any year, and who 


tenants, in the city, are entitled to have 


their names inserted on the voter's list. 
The householders’ franchise clause 


provides that the names shall appear 


on the voters list, “Of all 
Whose names appear on the house- 
holders’ tax list, and who are not ten- 
ants as aforesaid.” (as provided in the 
foregoing clause.) 
Commenting on this the solicitor 
says: “I cannot see that the house- 
holders’ tax dist. or collection of the 
poll tax from the householders in any 
Way causes confusion, as they are all, 
or nearly all, qualifled as tenants.” The 
diMeulty arises under — the section 
which says that “any person who has 
heen a resident of the city prior to the 
Nrst day of July and continuously 
sinee, and who is otherwise duly quali- 
fied lo vote, may apply to have the 
Volers' list amended,” This appar- 
ently does not make any provision for 
persons quialliied as tenants who have 
come into the cily during the month 
of July, to have the list amended, by 
adding their names, | think, however, 
that the amendment adding the tenants 
by implication amends this. and that a 
tenant would have a right to apply to 
have his name added. Whatever dim- 
culties there are appear to be more 
a matter of office detail and are matters 
to be dealt ‘vith by a court of revision 
and by a judge if any appeal is made 
to him, At any rate I do not think 
the charter contemplates the making of

JUDGMENT OF PRIVY 
COUNCIL IN C.P.R. CASE 


DETAILED JUDGMENT FILED IN SUPREME COURT THIS 
MORNING—DOMINION GOVERNMENT RESPONS- 
IBLE FOR DELAY 'IN ISSUING PATENTS 


‘ The judgment of the Privy Council 
in England, dismissing the appeal of | 
the province of Alberta in its action 
against the Canadian Pacific railway 
respecting the taxation of the railway 
Jands, was filed in Supreme Court this 
morning. As previously announced, 
the judgment dismisses the appeal, and 
decides that the 20-year exemption tor | 
the railway company commences to 
run from the date of letters patent is- 
sued on the land by the Dominion gov- 
ernment, The following is the judg- 
ment, which was given by Lord Me- 
Naughten: 

(Delivered by Lord Macnaghten.) 

The two actions which have given 
rise to these appeals were brought to 
enforce two seperate claims by or on 
behalf of the Province of Alberta fo 
tax certain lands belonging tothe 
Canadian Pacific, Railway company. Thy 
lands in question formed part of the 
lund subsidy earned by the Railway 
company in the construction of their 
railway, In 1881, when the construct- 
tion contract was aproved and ratified 


by an act of the Dominion Parliament} ————— 


i4 Vict. cap, 1); the district in which 


the Jands are situated was part of the 
region known as. “the North-West 
Territories." ‘The Province of Alberta, 
which was carved oul of the North- 
West Territories, was not established 
until the year 1905. 

Though the questions involved in 
the two actions are quite distinct they 
both turn on the wording of clause 16 
of the construction contraet, That 
clause is in the following terms: 

“16. The Ganadian Pacifie Railway 
and all stations and station grounds, 
workshops, buildings, yards and other 
property, rolling stock and appurten- 
ances: required and used for the con- 
struction and ‘working thereof and the 
capital stock of the company shall be 
for ever free from taxation by the 
Dominion or by any Provinee hereafter 
to be established or by any Municipal 
Corporation therein; and the lands of 
the company in the North-West Terri- 
tories until they are either sold or oc- 
cupied shall also be free from such 
taxation for 20 years after the grant 
thereof from Uie Crown,”

The wire that is to be the nucleus of 
the first competitive: telegraphic sery- 
ice to the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
between Edmonton’ and Calgary, and

cily boundaries the first wire from 


the south over the new Vegreville-Cal- 
gary line. 

This is the first wire other than a 
C. PP. R. wire, ever to reach the cily 
from the south. In 4894, when the GC. 


in court-room|and E, was completed into the city, 


the first telegraph wire was brought 
through, and this gave the first tele- 
graphic communication between Ed- 
monton and Calgary, Lethbridge and 
the Montana cities. i 

The CG. N. R. have now completed 
the stringing of their wires from. the 
south, and today the linemen are en- 
gaged in connecting up two wires 
over the Vegreville line with the oper- 
lors Keys in the C.N.R. depot on First 
street. 

The line in the south has not yet 
been completed into Calgary, but this 
Will be accomplished the coming sum- 
mer, When sixty more miles of track 
Will be laid into the south city, Fol- 
lowing that, itis expected that opera- 
tors will be installed all along the line 
from. Vegreyille to Calgary. Stations 
have already been erected at Camrose, 
Stettler and other points on the line, 
and a freight service is now in opera- 
lion over the line as far south as Stet- 
Uer, , 

This summer, it is expected that a 
passenger service will be inaugurated 
on the new line,

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NEW COAL COMPANY 
IS BEING FORMED 


To Develop Properties on Shores of 
Wabamun Lako—Capltalized 
at $100,000. 


! A new coal company, with a capital 
Fe $100,000 is being formed in’ the 
city for the purpose of opening a new 
seam of semi-bituminous coal on the 
south shore of Wabamnn lake. Or- 
ganization, it is anticipated, will be 
completed on Saturday of this week, 
and within about a month's lime, toe 
hew mines will be in operation, turn- 
ing out hard bituminous coal for sale 
to the Grand Trunk Pacific — railway, 
Most of the stock has already, it is 
stated, been subseribed, 

The new coal seam, which was op- 
ened up a couple of days ago runs to 
a depth of from eight to twenty feel, 
along the south — shore 
lake, and the nature 
such that it can be worked with a 
drift, instead of by shaft, as is re- 
quired in the case of the mines to the 
north of the lake. The cost of pro- 
duction is thus cut in half. “Where- 
as from $140,000 to $25,000. is re- 
quired to. sink a shaft," said W.C. 
Dunn, an operator who now supplies 
the G.T.P. with coal from’ the north 
side of the track,,and is now interest- 
ing himself in the formation of the 
new company, the cost of gaining ac- 
cess to the coal by drifting, is about 
13500. 

The coal flelds which have been 
leased by the parties who have un- 
dertaken the organization of the com- 
pany, of whom Mr, Dunn is one, com- 
prise some seven sections of land, and 
the coal is of a quality considerably 
harder and better than that of the 
coal on the north side of the lake. 
Coal from the present mines is selling 
at $3.85 wholesale lo the G.T.P., per- 
haps the best wholesale price that is 
lo be obtained for coal in northern 
Alberta, 

A sample of the coal from the new 
seam was brought In to the city yes- 
terday by Mr. Dunn, It is a tine sam- 
ple of hard semi-bitumingus coal, en- 
lirely free from dirt streaks. An 
analysis is to be made, to ascertain 
the composition and calorific qualities 
of the coal, this week. 


FIFTY FARMS ARE 
READY FOR SETTLER 


Cc. P. R. Will Put Farmers on Ready 
Made Farms at Sedgwick This 
Spring

Fifty ready made faring, of 160 acres 
each, with 50 acres broken, and a sub- 
stantial house and barn built and a 
well dug on each farm, are now ready 
for the settler in the C.P.R. settlement 
in the Sedgwick district, which — is 
henceforth to be known as the British 
Colony. 

This is the result of the policy that 
the C.P.R. has adopted in setting aside 
a huge area of railway lands along the 
new main line of the railway company 
through the Sedgwick district and 
which will be continued until all of the 
area set aside has been converted into 
ready made farms. : 

Homesteaders in the city today state 
that the railway company is carrying 
on an active campaign of improvement} 
of the lands in the vicinity of Sedgwick 
and Hardisty. 

A settler will be placed on every cne 
of these 50 ready made farms this 
spring, A large numberof the settlers 
are to be brought out from the old 
Old Country, and that is the reason 
that the colony will bear the name of 
the British colony. ‘There are, how- 
ever, many settlers coming up from the 
'Statcs to go onto these farms, 

Several hundred. of these will be 
ready for settlement within the next 
year. The farms now ready are all 
on the south side of the main line of 
the railway, and the company will this 
spring commence operations — on the 
north side of the track.

There was no conductor, but some- 
how the music had a regularity or 
rhythm which was hard to understand, 
Commencing with a crashing move- 
ment in which the wood and brass 
alone could be heard the music swelled 
to a roar which could be heard a 
couple of blocks away. Then this 
died down and the strings held sway. 
It was a plaintive air and in a minor 
key which they played ,and the blend- 
ing of the instruments was incredibly 
sweet. The drummer laid down his 
sticks and added his voice in a pecu- 
liar chant to the melody. After sev- 
eral bars the strings ceased and the 
wood and brass again crashed out.
